T h e colonel had a few th in g s to say 
in reg ard to G ov ern or H ughes. W hile 
he w as m ost e m p h a tic in his d esire to 
refrain from d iscu ssin g th e action of 
th e leg isla tu re in d efea tin g th e Cobb 
p rim ary bill at Albany, he w as an xio us 
to explain about th e te le g ra m he sen t 
to C ounty C h a irm an Lloyd C. G riscom . 
He d idn 't send it of his ow n accord, 
said Colonel Roosevelt. 
T h e ex-president told th e n e w sp a p e r 
men who 
accom p anied him on th e 
train from Boston th at th e sto rie s of 
his 
ta lk in g 
politics w ith G o verno r 
H u g h es d uring th e acad em ic p ro ces­ 
sion in th e H arv ard yard w ere e x a g ­ 
gerated. H e d id n ’t bro ach politics u n ­ 
til they w ere in S a n d e rs th eater, a few 
m in u tes later. 
“ I d id n ’t Intend to Interfere In an y 
way.” said th e colonel, in no u n certain 
m anner.

T he Rt-ading began Its su it sim u lta ­ 
neously with th e o th e r railroads, but 
it was found th at th e e ss e s w ere n o t 
exactly th** sam e. it was th e n d e te r­ 
mined to try th e R eadin g's suit sepa 
lately.

Not For Milk Cows, but Exeollont For 
Dry Cattlo, Shoop and Hogs. 
I have given rape a thorough trial 
and have found It a most v&lnabie 
crop for summer and fall pasture, 
partly on account of Its providing ex­ 
cellent pasture until late In the fall 
and also because it la very useful In 
cleaning tbe land, says a correspondent 
of the Orange Judd Farmer. 
It does 
uot, however, provide a proper food 
for milk cows owing to its flavoring 
the milk and butter somewhat similar­ 
ly to turnip tops. 
But as food for dry 
cattle, sheep and hogs it is most ex­ 
cellent. furnishing an abundant pas 
ture from tbe middle of July until very- 
late In the fall lf cattle are given their 
liberty.

Cotton In New England. 
A 
curious 
experiment 
in 
cotton 
growing in a turtberu latitude ha* 
been tried at Indiau Orchard, in west 
em Massachusetts, says the American 
Cultivator 
Last year two residents of 
that town succiNHied iu growing well 
deveiofted ootlou. und they propose to 
try It again this year—In fact, have the 
new crop already well under way Th*- 
a**»sls are planted In April, mu*! th** 
growth Is rapid. The seeds were ob 
tallied from a (tale of eottou from th** 
south and are from oue of the earl) 
cheap varieties widely grown In that 
section 
The cotton blossoms are of a 
reddish hue aud quite fragrant. To 
mature the commercial cotton In this 
latitude reqmrea a rather favored sea 
son. as the plant Is easily killed by 
frosts. The exfieriment was tried out 
of curiosity and for tbe sake of the 
sight of a crop so novel lo this la ti 
tude. Success the drat season led the 
experimenters to take the mutter up 
more seriously and to plant a larger 
piece this year to see just what could 
be done w ith early cotton in the north
